There may be some who say the 8nc- 
ceaqhas been propcriionate to the agen- 
ey, and that we could not have been 
more sncceasfnl. I am far from being 
of their opinion, and I do not think 
hey themeelves would ex press it on 

ighty God. Wet 
not been .asncceasfn! to the exteut 
we might have expected, certainly not 
wo an Apostolic extent, certainly with 
nothing like the success of Paul or Pe- 
tor, or even of those eminent men who 
have preceded ns in modern times, 
and who were able to evangelize whole 
countries, turning thousauds to God. 
Now what is the reason of this? 
Perbaps may turn our eyes on high, 
and think we find that reason in the 
govereignty of God, which bath with- 
holden His *pirit, and hath vot poured 
out His grace as aforetimes. 

I 8hall be prepared to grant all men 
may nay on that point, for I believe 
in the ordination of everything by Al- 
mighty God. TI believe in « prevent 
God, in our defeats, as well as in our 
SnLocens—a God as well in the motion- 
lens air, as in the carecring tempests — 


But still wo mnst look at home for 
the cause. When Zion travails she 
brings forth children. When Zion 
js in earnest, God is in carnest 
about His work. When Zion is pray- 
erful, God bleases her. We must not 
arbitrarily look for the canse of our 
failare in the will of God, but we must 
alzo £66 what is the difference between 
ourselves and the men of apostolic 
times, and what it is that renders our 
Succens 20 trifling in comparison 
with the tremendons results of Apos- 
tolio bing. I think I sball be 
able to Kon one or two reasons why 
it was then, In the first place, we 
have not enongh Apostolic men; in 
the zeeond place, they do not et 
about their work in an Apostolic style; 
in the third place, we have not Apos- 
tolio churches to back them up; and 
in the fourth place, wo bave not the 
Apostolic influence of the Holy Ghost 
in the measure which they bad it in 
ancient times. 

L. First, we have few Apostolic men 
in these times. I will not say we have 
none; here and there wo may bave & 
few, bnt they do not tart ont before 
the. world and make themselves noted 
as preachers of God's truth, We had 
« Richard Allen once, « true apostle, 
who went from island to island, not 
counting his life dear unto bim; but 
Allen is called to his reward. We 
had « Brown, Waters, Quinn, Wil- 
lis Nazrey, Daniel A. Payne,

Whether be did 
eat or drink, or whatsoorer he did, he 
did all for the glory of his God; he 
never wanted an hour; he was employ- 
ing his time either in ministering with 
his own hamds unto his necessities, or 
else lifting up those hands in the aYn- 
agogue or on Mars Hill, or anywhere 
he conld command the atteution of the 
multitude. His zeal was $0 carnest 
and zo burning that he conld not (as 
we unfortunately do) reatrain himself 
within « little spbere, but be preached 
the word everywhere. 

It was not enongh forhim to bave it 
handed down that he was the apostle 
of Pinzidia, but he must go als to 
Pamphbylis; it was not enough that be 
*honld be the great preacher of Pam- 
phylis and Pisidia, but he must go 
alzo to Attalia, and when he had 
preached thronghont all Asia, be mnst 
needs take ship to Greece and preach 
there also. I believe not once only 
did Panl hear in his dream the men of

Thrice was 
I beaten with rods, thrice I suffered 
sbipwreck,” 

I am #ure we bave not the self-de- 
nials of the Apostles. I am asbamed 
that I cannot deny myself for His 
truth and go everywhere preaching 
His Word. I look with pity upon 
people who ay, **Do not preach so of- 
ten; you will Kill. yournelf.” Oh, my 
God, what wonld Paul bave zaid to 
snach «a thing as that? Take cars of 
your oonstitution; you are rash; you are 
enthusiastic. When I compars myself 
with one of these men of old, 1 *ay, 
oh, that men «hould be found, calling 
themselves Christians, who neck to 
stop our work of faith and labor of 
love for the sake of a little considera- 
tion about the constitntion, which gets 
all the stronger for preaching God's 
word, 

Some one may ay you onght to 
make a little allowance. My dear 
friends, I make all allowance; I am not 
finding faalt with anyone. Weare all 
bonorable men, but I will only «ay 
that, in comparison with Panl, we are 
less Than nothing, and vanity, little, 
insignificant Liliputian oreatures, 
who can hardly be seen in comparizon 
with those gigantic men of old. 

Another may zay this is not the sole 
canse, and he observes, I think you 
onght to make excnse, for ministers 
cannot now work miracles. 

Well, I bave considered that, too, and 
certaily it is a drawback, but I take it, 
not a very great one, for if it had been, 
Ggd would not have allowed it to 
exist. 

He gave that gift t& the church in 

its infancy, but now. it needs it no 
longer. We mistake in attributing 
too mnch to miracles. What was one 
of them? Wherever the apostles went 
they could speak the language of the 
people. 
Well, in the time it would have 
taken Paul to walk from here to Af- 
rica, we conld learn Africa, and we 
can go over in & very little time, by 
means of traveling that are now pro- 
vided. So there is. no great gain 
there. 


power has been the means of carrying 
power with it. Now, my brethren, we 
have power, we are God's ministers, 
we preach God's truth; the Great 
Jadge of heaven and earth has told us 
the truth and what have we to do to 
dizpute with worms of the dnst?

ensbion in it to address a respectable 
congregation, but he walked through 
the streets aud began to preach to 
the people. He went to Cor- 
inth, to Athens, alone, ving'e- 
banded to tell people the gos- 
pel of the blezzed Son of God. 
Why? Becanse he had faith in 
the gospel, and belived it would save 
zouls and burl down idols from their 
thrones. He bad no doubt about the 
power of the gospel, but nowadays, my 
brethren, we have not faith in the gos- 
pel we preach. 

How many there are who prench n 
gospel which they are afraid will not 
zave Souls or cause them to be called

People 
looked at his face; they saw that he 
looked npon them earnestly as believ- 
ing what he said, and some fivs or 8ix 
of them joined him. *'You mnst,” he 
said, ** believe what I say, or there is 
no Paradise for yon." There is a pow- 
er in that kind of thing, and wherever 
he went his statement was believed, 
not on the ground of reasoning, but 
on his autbority, which be declared to

The spirit of God hath | 
not entered into us to give ns that life, 
and fire, and sonl, which they had in 
these ancient times. But lastly, az 
the revult of the other things which 
have gone before, and perbaps partly 
as the canse of them, too, we have not 
the Holy Spirit in that measure which 
attended the apostles, My-brethren, 
if we had the Holy Spirit upon our 
ministry it would signify very little 
about onr talent; Men might be poor 
and uneducated, their words might be 
broken and nngrammatical, there might 
be no polished peroids of Bishops 
Payne or glorious thunders of Ward, 
but if there were the might of the 
spirit attending them, the bhumblest 
evangelist would be more snuccessful 
than the most pompous of divines or 
the most eloquent of preachers. It is 
extraordinary grace, -not talent, that 
wins the day; extraordinary spiritual 
power, not extraordinary mental 
power.

water as well, «tone, woods, iron, «tc 
Fhese are different materials, but if 
they are put together they make « nice 
and sabstantial buildiog, and the 
name of the place is called « houss. 
he boune may be built of bricks, 
stones, iron, timber, etc., yet tho 
place is called a house, I noticed in 
Tuz Voter or Missroxs for July 1,'99, 
in which Presiding Elders Jacobns (}, 
XYaba, Abel Giabashane, B. Kumalo, 
argo « complaint aginst the name 
"'Kaffir.”

M. E. Church, for the delegation ar- 
rived here :fter the last General Con- 
ference, and (General Con- 
ference has assembled since and 
will not meet before the first Monday 
in May, 1900, Vicar Bishop Dwane 
had age and experience enongh to 
know that any repatable church had 
to be governed by law, and no laws 
eould be enacted for onr work in 
Sonth Africa until the great law mak- 
ing body conld axxemble, Wo had 
done all we conld legally in South At- 
rica til] the law making body known 
as the Genera! Conference cold as- 
zemble and take further action; and 
when he says that he bad written 50 
many times for means and money to 
build the South African colleges, be 
knows he is misleading the public in 
South Africa, for he has not written « 
letter either to myself or to Dr, Parks 
aince he returned to Sonth Africa. 
Ho did write a few lines from Enug- 
land informing us of his arrival there 
enronte to South Africa; but we will 
not enter into any discussion of the 
#nbject at this time, as we are actually 
sick and the letter of Mr. Gow, which 
has juvt arrived, has added nothing 
to onr recovery, Bnt the truth is 
Brother Dwane left this conutry with 
revolt in his heart, and he has carried 
ont his contemplated scheme. We 
*hall not call for any judgment npon 
bim or for any blight or misfortune 
upon the course he has revolved to 
purﬀue, We hope he will do good 
in whatever character he way appear 
as an eccleviastic; but ws think he will 
regret his atep about as s00n as the A. 
M. E. Church will zeriously feel his 

- We are equally eurprived that 
Rev. M. M. Mokone should join the 
revolting crusade, for we had intend- 
ed to recommend him to the General 
Conference for a position of honor and 
trust, as he was the founder of the 
Ethiopian Church, and a man 
of transcendant virtues, but pos- 
vibly it is wejl enongh that the collapse 
has come before the General Confer- 
ence took action, as the resnlts will 
not be 80 serious and affect the church 
80 deleteriously, Two of the dele- 
gates elected to the Geyeral Covfer- 
ence, Mokone and Dwane, have made 
their «eats vacaut by this revolt, but 
there are alternates there who will 
take _ their places; Rev. Abel &. 
Gabashane, if he is not gone also, and 
another, whose name we cannot recall 
at this moment, Rev. J, Z. Tantsi 
and Jacobus G. Xaba, who are 8till loyal 
to the A. M. E. Charch, will unques 
tionably be here to fill their seats in 
the General Conference; both of wliom 
are great and able men. We have ap 
pointed Rev. J. Z. Tantsi General Sn- 
perintendent "of onr Sonth African 
work, and have sent his appointment 
to Green river, Cape Colony, Rev. 
Xaba of the Orange Free State can 
not be reached at this time with a let- 
ter, owing to the war iu South Africa. 
Ws hope the loyal members of the A. 
M. E. Church in South Africa will be 
firm and steadfast, and let those who 
are discontented pencefnlly retire and 
not annoy the A. M. E, Church and 
we will not annoy them, If the min- 
isters that we ordained in Sonth Africa 
and who made 


no 


0 many pledges of 
fidelity to the church, can afford to be 
bappy, the Lord be with them, for we 
will have a great church in South Af- 
rica if every minister we ordained 
*honld desert and go elsewhere. No 
power but God can prevent the A. M. 
E. Church from having the largest 
body of worshippers and pulpit pow- 
ers on the South African domain. We 
are there and there to stay, It may 
take s0me time to recover frum this 
temporary shock, but in « few years it 
will be forgotten and the lg NM. E. 
Chnreh will be the continental church 
of Africa.

THE SOUTH AFRICAN CHURCH 
TROUBLES. 

Abont a week Ago we Feretved A let 
ter From Vneenttown, *igned by J Z 
Tantsi, P. E ; Peter Sampxon Kaze, 
P. E.; Annqqibisa, P, E., and W. 5. 
Ma*halaba, Elder; informing ns of 
thy revolt in Sonth Africa, led by 
Vicar Bishop Dwane and Rey, M. M. 
Mokone, bat believing that it was im- 
poxsible for snch an occurrence to take 
place and that «ome mistake was in 
the matter, we kept it a secret, and 
only whispored it to Dr. Parks, when 
he paid a short visit to our Macon, 
(ia., Annnal Conference. We revolved 
to wait for more tidings, grand and 
trathful as the ministers are who wrote 
ns, and have kept the letter in great 
privacy till this morning, November 
24th. While lying npon our bed sick 
the »tartling epistle of Mr. Francis 
Gow war brought to tis by one of the 
gecretaries. Any more secrecy wonld 
be « crime, for the testimbny Is of snf- 
ficient mfignitade to divnlge the whole 
afſyir to the chnreh, We have tried 
our ntmost to chafe avd grieve over 
our loss, bunt cannot. We cannot feel 
8orry, If Brother Dwane weak 
enough to allow a httle anhoyance to 
drive him out of the largest church of 
his race, on earth, better that he go 
now than after the General Confer- 
ence took actior; better that Brother 
Mokone go now than after the promos 
tion that some of ns had in contempla- 
tion. If these brethren are not willing 
to stay in the charch and settlse our 
own wrangles, better that they go. 
All of them bave thrown away more 
than they will ever get from any other 
ehnreh on earth. Onr honse stands 
open for any of them to come and eat 
and sleep, and we will treat them as 
gentlemen, but onr chnrch, thank God, 
is too large, and it is wanted in too 
many places to grieve over this little 
epizode, When we are in better 
condition, physically, we will say 
more. Nothiag would delight us s0 
mnch as being able to leave for Sonth 
Africa at once. But wo mnust fiuisb 
np our Aunnal Conferences now in 
operation and we conld not start be- 
fore Jannary, and then to be back by 
the first of May wonld leave us nv 
time to do anything in'South Africa. 
We may, however, zend a minister to 
Cape Town at an early date, or we 
may allow the whole thing to stand 
until after the General Conference. 
Bat if God permits me to go, next 
spring or summer, we shall eorrect all 
misrepresentations, however large or 
however smail. The complaint alleged 
by Rev. M. M. Mokone abont the two 
hundred ponnds will be investigated, 
A% SOON as We can nee Dr. Shaffer, next 
week, But aupposs ib was promised 
by some individual, or even by ourself, 
it took the Qeneral Conference, or the 
Execenvtive Board, which meets an- 
nnally, to make snch a promise legal. 


WHAT CONVICTS CAN DO. 


We have been langhed at and con- 
siderably ridiculed, because we bave 
said, *Empty the jails and penitentia- 
ries of the United States and give us 
the convicts with the means of trans- 
portation and we will carry them to 
Africa and havea vation in ten years,” 
and strange to say, too, some of those 
who have been laughing, boast of their 
acholarship, their great reading and 
general intelligence. Wo beg to in- 
quire of these wise fools, who were 
the early settlers of Australia but con- 
viots, expatriated instead of being 
$hot, hug and burned in England? 
Who were the early white settlers of 
Virginia but shiplogds of expatriated 
convicts, many of whose degcendants 
were afterwards known as the first 
families of Virginia? Who made np a 
large proportion of the early gettlers 
of (Georgia but expautriated conviets, 
the descendauts of whom are now 
cursing, abnsing and tryiug to degrade 
the Negro? We will venture to say 
that between two and three millions 
of the pppnlation of the United States 
are the children of convicts, who, ac- 
cording to law, might have beer pat 
to death for crimes; while there 1s not 
a Negro in the United States who 
primitively descended from a convict 
or & criminal of any kind, Now, Mr. 
Wise Numbskull, trot ont your histo- 
ry and contradict ns, if you dare. 
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OFF FOR AFRICA. 

Rev. C. J. Byunm, one of the Elders 
of the North Georgia Conference, is 
preparing to nemry, A Liberia in De- 
cember or by the first of the year. We 
are 8orry to say, we cannot just (dlefine 
the time of his departure. At all 
events we hare given him an appoint- 
ment which will give him work to do 
in the interest of onr charch, upon 
his immediate arrival in Africa. fle 
expects five or six hundred to accom- 
pany bim in the great and noble step 
that he is taking. 


Brsnoy B. T, Taxxes, D. D., LL. 
D. has just brought from the press 
the first and second volumes of « learn- 
ed work, entitled * Dizpensations in 
the Hixtory of the Chureh,” the two 
volumes numbering about seven hund- 
red pages. But such has been the 
pres: of engagements in connection 
with Annual Conference matters since 
the arrival of the two volumes, we 
have not baud time to even examine 
their contents, much less read them, 
but we are sure they are works of worth 
and merit, from our general kuowledge 
of the great scholar and 
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When this location was 
effort whs,put in on to. 
thb A. M. E. Olurch. from its 
elite.

The good Pastor, Rev. Jenkins, 
called his members together and in- 
formed them of the war that was 
waged against them and nttered the 
battle cry, Get up Dothan; marching 
muxst be done." 

Two months from that time the aum 
of $510 was ralsed, latic pilrcliased 
for a par*onage and the work of r6- 
bnilding began. A month later and 
Gaines Chapel lifted to the height of 
65 foot two towers, decorated 16 be- 
coming colors, that would causs his 
lordship, Bishop Turner, to admire as 
he drew near to the entrance of the 
vestibule. 

The location of the church eom- 
mands « pinnacle view from each end 
of the railroad and from all sides of 
the town, and, therefore, 1s regarded 
as one of the best sitos of the town. 
Last night I was told that inasmnuch 
as the A. M. E. Chnrch occupies the 
best grounds in the city, #he ocom- 
pared very favorably with het slater 
buildings; knd for thit readbn we no 
longer desire the removal of your 
6uurth from anioug our buildings. We 
arb now glad for her to remain where 
she 18. replied; **'We may be last, 
but would never be the least.” 

The work is being snperintended 
by Rev. Jenkins and for the first time 
it is known that he is an architect of 
skilled ability. 

Next Saturday, 28th inst., the 
corner tone will be laid by the G. U. 
O. of QO. F., at which time the corner 
«tone rally will be made; quite « grand 
time is antioipated. 

Shonld Rev; Jenkins not ancveed 
hinself nett year, his ancceanor will 
{T hope) build s parsouage equal in 
beanty aud design.

I have been in South Africa two 
months. T have been almost every- 
where worth visiting, tiot vnly in. all 
the principal cities, but in the bafk 
districts far from railroads. I have n 
good, stont* bicyels with me, and 1 
ihink nothing of pn_yng it and 
riding thirty or forty milePa day. In 
this way I ee and come to know the 
people as one conld not do —_ 
about on the railways, T have vyisltec 
the red Kaffir” and glopt in his krall, 
eaten his **wiedlics,” drank h as had 
water and his native tea, met him in 
his church and in his beme, stood be- 
si)e the darkest place in all this earth 
—his heathen groves—and I may way 1 

now a little something at least of 
South Africa. 

Now, what doT think of the climate, 
the country, the people? 

Well, let me confesxs what I think 
99 ont of every hundred Americans 
would have to confess on their first vis- 
it bere. First, I was amazed at my 
own ignorance, deep, dense, ntter ig- 
norance of Sontly Africa, I was ac- 
counted an intelligent woman in the 
states, but I knew siwply nothing of 
South Africa. If any oti6 had told 
re thit I Yould, have found aneb 
thoroughly up-to-date cilibs as Cape 
Town, Port Elizabeth, Quneenstown, 
King Williamstown and East London, 
Johannesburg and Kimberly, I would 
not have believed them, If anyone had 
told me I should find snch intelligent;

Gow, Roberts, Revs. Czar, Mricimbes, 
Rubusors, Ovodaka, with afores of 
others whose narties are not baildy to 
write; I would bave said that is ab- 
ard to expect to find men of snch 
breadth; «itch culture, such ability in 
Africs. Yet here they are. 7 have 
met them; talked with them with ever 
growing «nrprise and respect, and now 
as I am about to leave Sonth Africs 
for « long journey np the East Coast 
I can truly «ay, The half has not 
been told in the most glowing pages 
Bishop Tarner ever wrote.” The 
climate is almost an exact reproduc- 
tion of that of the Sonthern Atlantic 
states, beginning at Virginia and run- 
ning down to New Orleans. The oil 
is one of great fertility, and when 
properly ctiltivated yields abundant 
harvests, The government is inflaite- 
ly better than the gorerument of any 
sonthern «tate. I have traveled hnn- 
dreds of miles, both by land and by 
$6, have eaten at restanrants, have 
slept at hotels, hare talked with all 
zorts and conditions of men, and I ay 
deliberately I have been treated a 
thousand per cent better than I would 
have been treated anywhere onth of 
Mason & Dixon's line. I have not 
been refueed a single thing I could 
pay for.

Think of a black man singing that 
with « «core of murdered Negroes 
slowly bleeding to death in the red 
gutters of Wilmington, while their 
terror stricken wives are crouching 
waist deep in the icy waters of neigh- 
boring swamps, giving birth to chil- 
dren, whose little naked bodies, dead 
of exposure aud cold, are baried in a 
shrond of muddy water, Methinks as 
he opened his mouth to sing, the 
heavy fumes and smoke of the roast- 
ing flesh of Sam Hose would get into 
his throat and choke him, 

What of the natives of South Africa? 
Well, there are too classes, nnfortn- 
vately divided at .present, but ulti- 
mately they will be bonnd to unite— 
the colored and Kaffir, The colored 
people are namerons in and aronnd 
Cape Town, Port Elizabeth and some 
of the other towns. Many of them 
are quite ſair—many both bandsome 
and ufiturally intelligent, but for the 
most part they are a people of more 
possibilities thau of real development. 
The fact is, they bave been sadly neg- 
lected, and thongh they are naturally 
8mart they have not had the advan- 
tages that would bring them ont. 
Something must be done for them. 
Then, there is the great Bontee race, 
called **Kaffirs,” which really is an 
Arab word meaning *finfidel.” 

I can scarcely write of them with- 
ont doing what my friends would call, 
*7oing into raptures, ” 

Indeed they are a race of 81perb 
8aVages, and one would have to love 
the black race far less than IT do to 
write otherwise than enthusiastically 
about them. I know they have their 
fanlts and these faults are grievons— 
for instance, many, of them might be 
truly called both lazy and dirty —bnt 
they also have noble virtues; they are 
a pure race, & mulatto child is the 
worst thing among them. The white 
minister of one of the leading native 
churches at Port Elizabeth told me he 
had been laboring among them for 
8ixteen years and he had never 
known one of the girls to go wrong.” 
'These are his exact words. They are 
generally tall, stright, gracefnl limbed 
people with emall feet, high instep 
and splendid heads, generally high 
foreheads, intelligent faces, proutd as 
Lucifer; indeed, excessive pride is 
one of their greatest drawbacks; they

great, rich, virgin continent with mil- 
lious of acres of fertile land under « 
government that never has « lynching 
within its borders, « government that 
will let their vote be connted as cast, 
in which they could fiad happy homes, 
raisze and tind «a ready market at 
splendid prices for all they raise. 
Here raw Kaffirs, igtorant and ancir- 
ilized, have hundreds of cattle, thous- 
ands of sheep and goats, und if they 
only would work half as hard 
as the Negroes in Americs, here they 
would s0Un have a competence, 

I leave here Wednegday for a long 
ail up the east coast to the month of 
the Zambesia river, then I go eight 
days up that river to Britieh East 
Ceoutral Africa, If there are any roads 
or even foot paths, I may ride goross 
the Congo valley to the wes! const, if 
not, I will come down through the 
great heart of the continent to Buley- 
eys, thence to Kimberly and Cape 
Town, thence up the west coat to the 
Congo and np that river several hun- 
dred miles, thenos up the west coat 
to Liberia, Sierra Leone and then on 
home. 


I can't con clnde this article, already 
too long, without a final word about 
our dnty to Africa. 

I believe we are simply thinking 
God's thoughts after him when we ay 
(tod brought the American Negro from 
his home in Africa just as he bronght 
the children of Israel from their home 
in Canaan and gent them into the 
rough school of American slavery to 
especially fit and prepare him for his 
great divine work of redeeming the 
vast and splendid continent of his 
forefathers. I came to Africa in re- 
sponse to that as the central convie- 
tion of my life, I may «ay without 
egotism, I had as bright a future, 
either in politics or the chureb, in 
America, as any young man there. Dog 
I regret coming? No, a thousand 
times no, My only regret is that God 
did not pnt it into my heart tocome ten 
years before, I would not change my 
place as an African Missionary for the 
first church in the gift of my denomi- 
nation, I simply can't find words to 
express the deep, abiding joy I have 
in going about all over this continent, 
althongh entirely alone, and preach- 
ing the gospel to my dear gifted, but 
Ignorant and neglected brethren. Oh, 
if a thousand yonng men and women 
who are simply in each other's way in 
America were to come over here what 
a revolation we conld work among 
these people, My word for it, God 
has appointed the bonnds of onr haVi- 
tation, as well as made of one blood all 
vations, and I believe we shalt never 
have that magnificient growth, that 
real development of manhood in a na- 
tion that is continnally studying how 
it can humiliate and degrade us, 
how it can keep our ' self- 
respect raw and bleeding, how it 
can break down onr manhood with 
its ivfernal laws—that prevents ns 
from eating at public restaurants when 
hungry—prevents us from sleeping in 
public hotels when tired—that treats 
us worse than the government of South 
Africa treats the raw and naked red 
Kaffir.

I 4id 
not really believe *#nch a 8tep was pos- 
$1ble, and refnsed to g1ve eredit to the 
telegram, persnading my«olf that there 
must be s mistake somewhbers; but 
when « few days later 1 received « let- 
ter from Presiding Klder Mokone: ton- 
firming the fact that the 2eveanion had 

really taken plats, now dear Bish 'P, 
I Was knocked clean ont of time, not 
knowing what to make of it. Natur- 
ally I arrived at the conclusion that 
#omethiIng really outrageons and c6n- 
demnatory mnunt- Yave transpired to 
justify *ttch a distinetly rash 4nd dras- 
tie #tep by- Vicar Biszhop Dwane. My 
only course was to wait patiently natil 
the arrival of Presiding Elder Mokone 
from the conference to bear the reason 
for this strange procedure. On Sat 
urday, the 21st of October, I had a 
lengthy interview with Mr. Mokone, 
and got from him the following facts 
as the canse of Vicar Bishop Dwane 
with himself and certain other minis- 
ters seceding from the A. M. E. 
Chnreh: 

Ist. That first and foremost and nn- 
derlying every other reason, Bizhop 
Gaines letter recalling into question 
the anthority of Bighop Turner's right 
in consecrating Viear Bishop Dwane 
without the consent of the Bench of 
Bishops, had so prejndiced bim in the 
oyes of the other churches and the 
Governmental Department of South 
\f1ica as to serionsly hamper and pre- 
vent the snccessfally carrying ont of 
the great work he had to do. One of 
the most distressing hindrances being 
that the Colonial Government prevents 
the 18sning of forms of marriages, etc., 
to the miuisters of ,the A. M. E 
Chnrech, becanse Vicar Bizghop Dwane's 
position to ordain ministers, etc., has 
been called in question by the Bisbop 
of his own charch in America. To 
this permit me to add my extreme and 
most painful regret at the issning of that 
anfortane manifesto of Bighop Gaines, 
who no donbt was strong to nphold the 
technioal and rigid observauce of the 
rules and discipline of the A. M. E. 
Charch. In any case it was an nnwise 
s$tep; it bas alicoated many of our 
most ardent s«ympathizers; prevented 
many from coming into the church 
who were on the eve of doing ao, and 
altogether gave ns over to our oppo- 
sers in chnrech and state and belittled 
Bishop Dwane's position in the eyes 
of both Christian, civilized and heathen 
natives. It scems to me that Bishop 
Dwane never felt this «ting 0 mnech 
as since his return to South Africa and 
dis-overed the mischief it had 
wrought. 

Alas! Alas! How careful we should 

—even the greatest and most gifted 
for oftentimes in onr degire bo do 
right, we commit an irretrievable 
error. 

The second reason of Bishop Dwane 
«eceding is tbe Mother Church prom- 
ised him £2,000 (two thonsand pounds) 
towards the building of a Kaſfir 
lege in Queenstowny, and they have 
faited-to fulfil ther promines, —and 
althongh he wrote several times to the 
board of mangement, no notice was 
taken of his letters, and this has snb- 
jected him to many gerious 1nCcon ven- 
ieuces, $0 mnch £0, that he has now 
lost all confidence in the . promived 
«ympathy and snpport of the Afro» 
American people aud must seek help 
elsewhere. 

"Presiding Elder Mokone told me 
that he also was promised £200 (two 
hundred pouuds) towards the buildiug 
of « chnxehr in Cape Town, and that 
althongh he bad written again and 
again to Dr, Parks and Dr. Schaffer, 
he had received no reply.
